AUTONOMY POLICY DOOMED. 


Serlom Opposition »t Havana to the Flam 


of Premier Sugasta. 


Havana, Oot 37—The failure of tbe 


autonomist policy of tbe new Spanish 
cabinet seems moro and more apparent 
every day, Distensions are known to ex- 
ist amongg the Autonomist leaders and 
tbe Conservatives have pronounced them- 
selves strongly opposed to the granting of 
an autonomist form of government to 
Cuba and have, so to say, washed their 
hands of the consequences which may fol- 
low If tbe government at Madrid persists 
In carrying ont the plans of Premier Sa- 
gas ta. 


Tbo Conneratlvos last night held a 


meeting In this city lasting four hours, at 
which several speeches were made In op- 
position to tbe polloy of autonomy for 
Cuba, and It was unanimously agreed 
that tbe Conservative party should ener- 
getically oppose autonomy and tbe polloy 
of tbe Sugastu cabinet In this direction. 
The Conservatives also criticised their 
prtoidont, tho Marquis Apeztegnla, who 
Is now in Madrid, for bis declarations, 
Senor Francisco de las Santos Guzman, a 
leading Conservative and a leading dep- 
uty, protested strongly against the new 
polioy of tbe Spanish government, class- 
ing it as "political suicide." Tbe speaker 
warmly criticised the Madrid government 
because It bad not availed itselt of tbe 
genuine and historical representation of 
the Autonomist party, whiob has remnia- 
ed loyal to Spain during tbe war, in spito 
of the Insults from the "rebel juntas ot 
New York and Paris," assorting that tbo 
government was availing itself of the ser- 
vices of reformists who had suddenly 
transformed 
tbumsulvos 
into Autono- 


mists, Instancing tho nppontinent as gen- 
oral treasurer of Senor Estnnlslao de An- 
tonlp, who was secretary general during 
tbu administration of General Cnllejn in 
Cuba, and during whose term of offloe the 
country hnd boon "groatiy agitated with 
reforms," or a oampnlgn in that direc- 
tion. 
Continuing, tbe spenkcr snld tho 


Conservatives wore gr.ntly annoyed nt 
this policy, as thoy considered It a mark 
of approval by tbe governmont of tho pol- 
ioy of General Citllojn und as a deliberate 
snufc to tho Conservatives. 
Tbe speaker 


ooncludod by anying tbnt in spite of this 
they must accept tbo rulings of the gov- 
ern inent,

then presented n message from those pres- 
ent at tho mooting to the Conservative 
president tbo Marquis Apozteguin, wblob 
wns unanimously adopted.

sago not forth thut the general assembly 
agreed with the Union Constitutional 
party, and not with the Autonomist 
party, objecting to tho latter being In- 
trusted with power horo nnd in Spain, and 
respectfully declining to accept tho to- 
psonsiblllty for the results which might 
follow tho establishment of the new pol- 
loy. In conclusion the meeting agreed to 
summon a mass mooting of the Conserve 
tives for December 20 next, !n order tbnt 
the future attitude of their party may be 
definitely decided upon.

There bat beou tomo doubt and uncer 
talnty for tbo post few months as to the 
ultimate outcome of tbo transaction, but 
all tbls hat been ended now. 


This Is ono of the greatest financial trl 


utnpbt) wbliflvbaa uvor been scored by any 
administration In the country's history 
So far at tho public has known, no other 
responsible bidder was In sight, and yet 
tho syndicate bat been forced, by snocos 
alvo advances, to increase Its offer to tbe 
extent of $19,000,000 over tbo orlglna 
bid. Thu government now gets thu whole 
of Itt claim, and vastly more than any 
ono a year ago thought or had any reason 
to think It would over receive. The ad- 
ministration's solo concern In the matter 
wat tbo protection of tbe Interests of tbe 
people, and In Chit purpose It has boon 
grandly successful. All tho troublesome 
alternatives of the salu of tho road at two 
thirds or throe-fourths of tbo govern 
mont's lion, of tho receipt of payment by 
Installment covering a torm of years, tbo 
lion to Htuncl until tbo last Installment 
was paid, or tho bidding In of tbe rood by 
tho government and tho subsequent dis- 
pose! of It on such conditions at It could 
obtain, have boon happily avoided.

Tbo Insurgunts In tbe Spanish-American 
countries—Meilco, Peru, Chili and tbe 
others—which gained tb.-lr Independence 
n tho first quarter of tbe century were 
recognized as belligerents by tbe United 
States before the; had acquired tbe 
•'.reogtb wblcb tbe Cubans we display- 


ing. 
We accorded most of those coun- 


tries belligerent righto Icng before tney 
bad entirely won their Independence. 
There was no violation of International 
usage Involved In oar ooarse then, nor 
wonld there be if that belligerency resolu- 
tion had been adopted In the special ses- 
sion of congress a few months ago. Tbe 
Cubans have strengthened tbeir position 
materially since then, and tbe reasons for 
tbe passage of tbo resolution are corre 
ipondlngly greater than they were at tbat 
time, Spain's recent change of comman- 
ders and of it! plan of campaign after 
tending 200,000.soldlers to the Island is in 
itself a confession of Its own defeat wblcb 
ongbt to secure recogultion for tbe Intur 
gonts from every nation In tbe world.

ment, amounting to $4,030,400, making a 
total paid for the property $57,6(54,98E. 
There wero no other bidders. Just ono 
minute after 11 o'oock, the tlmo flzed lor 
the sale, Master In Chancery Cornish 
stepped to tbo entrance of the freight 
house, prepared to make tho sale 
There 


was a crowd of 600 persons to witness 
the proceedings. 
They packed around 


Cornish so closely that members of the 
reorganisation committee penned up in- 
side woro unable to see or hear u word of 
the proceedings.

Omaha, iNeb., Nov. 1.—The Uulon Pa- 


olflo was chartered by a bill passed by 
congress and signed by President Lincoln 
In June, 18B2. 
The formal charter was 


Issued July S, 1S62, giving authority to 
construct a railway Irom Omaha to tbo 
eastern boundary of California. It was 
given a capital stock of * 100,000,000 and 
a land Kraut, of 80,000,000 acres. 
The 


aot provided for a government subsidy of 
*1H,000 a mile from the Missouri river to 
thu bato of the Kooky Mountains; $48,000 
a mile for every hundred and fifty miles 
through tho mountains, $1)3,000 a mile 
between the Kooky and Sierra ranges; 
$•18,000 a mile for every hundred and fifty 
miles through tho Sierra Nevada. 
The 


land grant equalled 12, 800 acres per mile. 
Tho original net provided that fhe gov- 
ernment subsidy should bo the first tnort- 
gagu of tho mail, but by an amendment it 
waH made tho second mortgage, tho com- 
pany being authorised to Issue bonds to 
an amount equal to tbo government lieu, 
as first mortgage.

A REALISTIC HCTCKE. 


How a Photographer "Took" • 


Tiger In India. 


Bendtl-re Plate, Swifter Even Tfcu 


Death, Belied Jo»t the Rlfht Mo- 


ment for 1U Work—Buffalo 


the Victim. 


"Speaking of realistic pictures of ani- 


mala," said a dealer in wild beasts to a 
St.- Louis Globe-Democrat man, "I re- 
call seeing in India about two years ago 
a tiger photographed under very excit- 
ing circumstance*. Some natives were 
going about in Kagpofctana with a full- 
grown Bengal tiger which they had 
tamed, as they colled it. 
What they 


really did, however, was to keep it 
tightly roped by all four leg* and by 
the neck, and each manheld onbymaln 
force to a stout rope. In, this way they 
led the tiger, or the tiger led them, as 
you please, from place to place oa ex- 
hibition. 


"Well, in the course of their wander- 


ings," continued the dealer, "they came 
to a village near Bombay, where a pho- 
tographer happened to be passing 
through, and he, hearing of the strange 
company, sent for them. Now about 
the only performance that the tiger (a 
particularly savage beast) had in its 
repertoire was killing animals, and it 
occurred to the artist that an Instan- 
taneous photograph of the great brute 
In the very act of striking down its vic- 
tim would make an interesting pic- 
ture. So arrangements were made. A 
full grown buffalo was procured' and 
taken out to the edge of the jungle, 
where it was tethered with 25 feet of 
rope to a stake. 


"Tho photographer took up his sta- 


tion on foot outside the radius of the 
animal's tether, and the tiger was then 
brought up on the opposite side and 
shown his victim. At once it fixed its 
dreadful glaring eyes on the doomed 
creature. Its lips curted back in a hid- 
eous snarl and it began to move steadily 
toward the buffalo. The ropes were 
then one by one slipped off, and there,

00 yards apart, stood the two beasts. 
But tlie buffalo gave no sign of fright, 
or even consciousness of danger. 


"It simply stood staring in a help- 


less sort oE fascination at the advancing 
brute. At first the tiger had crouched, 
but now it stood erect, andi, with rest- 
less tail, and teeth all flashing'out of the 
red gums, stopped 
slowly 
forward 


across the interval between the buffalo 
aud death—cruel, relentless, inevitable 
—was diminished. Yctthegrenthorncd 
beast never stirred. It's eyes-were fixed 
on the tiger's. Its breath came quick 
and hot from its nostrils. 
Once and 


again, and once more the beas>t of prey 
paced on—and then stopped. It woa 
within striking- distance. 


"Tlio buffalo's sides were now heav- 


ing rapidly nnd its terror was nwliible 
in its panting. And then, quick as a 
Hash of lightning, the great striped 
body was launched through the air. 
1'hci'e wns a dull sound ns it struck the 
bulTalo, and, as if smitten by a thun- 
derbolt, the huge animal, its necli 
broken by the blow of the tiger's fore- 
arm, fell. At this moment, this inde- 
finable point of time, the nrtisttouched 
the trigger oJ the spring shutter, ond in 
tlie fraction of n.second the picture waa 
on his plate, the tiger in the act of strik- 
ing. 
And none too soon, for before the 


band'could slip in another slid'e the buf- 
falo's knees bent beneath it and the 
dead hulk fell. The tragedy was com- 
plete. 


"Neither alive nor dead wns the huge 


victim seen at the exact moment of 
tt;^j nlicn it was sinking under the 
weight 
of 
Its 
dread'ful 
murderer. 


Swifter thnn crcndenth Itself, the sen- 
sitive pinto seized the. reflection of the 
collapsing buffalo before it had time to 
.lie, and though the end was, humane- 
ly speaking, instantaneous, the one 
beat of the heart that intervened be- 
tween the awful blow of the tiger's paw 
nnd its victim's actual surrender of ex- 
istence sufficed for the artist to catch 
nnd fix with unerring fidelity the atti- 
tudes of tie slayer and the slain."

Superintendent Lcrch were inspecting 
their lines near Lltitz, Pa., their atten- 
tion was called to the strange antics of 
n big flock of turkeys in a field on a farm 
near that village.

The mere thought is enough to set 


one's appetite on edge, and the reality 
discounts the far-famed fonr-aad-twen- 
ty blackbirds that have passed 
into 


song and story ns ministering to the ap- 
petite of the king. 


Dove stew in, nn epicurean degree is 


only possible in California, nnd no- 
where in the state1 are the mournful 
warblers so plump of form and luscious 
of flavor as they are in the vast wheat- 
growing section that has Marysville as 
its center. If the Sutler and Yuba Gun 
club had clone nothing else to merit dis- 
tinction it has made a name for itself 
by its happy conception of instituting 
this Lucullian fenst as the feature of it* 
annual outings at Shelton's grove, twc 
miles southeast of the city. 


The inspiration had its birth three 


years ago. At that time only 500 birds 
were offered in sacrifice to the occasion 
It proved a revelation to those who were 
just initiated into its marvelous and ir- 
resistible mysteries and the succeeding 
year 1,080 of the feathered songsters 
went into the depths of the pot to be 
converted into a savory compound for 
the gun club and its guests. Apparent- 
ly the capacity of the appetite must 
have increased with the passage of time 
for this year Abe Lewis, the presiding 
genius of tho caldron, called for 2,00t 
birds and the club turned over to hin 
exactly 2,041. The birds were procured 
by several detachments of the club after 
two days of hunting, and were sent in 
rapid installments to headquarters 
where they were picked and placed on 
ice, 
12 men assisting in the operation. 


Uncle Abe Lewis, who learned the 


rudiments of the culinary art in the 
army, superintended the affair, which 
proved to be a task of no small magni- 
tude. Those who have tasted of his fas- 
cinating concoction vow that never-was 
such n dish prepared before, apd this is 
the modus operand!: In a 25-gallon ket- 
tle, half full of water, he placed 300 
doves, six cans of tomatoes, and two 
gallons of chopped onions. These boi; 
for nearly three hours, and into the 
steaming-mixture he adds one gallon oi 
cube potatoes and eight cans of French 
mushrooms. 
Every succesbive minute 


the escaping steam becomes more sav- 
ory, nnd when the cooking process has 
continued long enough to render the po- 
tatoes palatable two gallons of dump- 
lings, a quart of minced green peppers 
nnd some cayenne are added. 
Fifteen 


minutes thereafter the dove stew 
ha= 


reached its apotheosis, ond when the 
guests are seated in the leafy grove, and 
Uncle Abe motions to his six assist 
nnts to lift the lids from the bubbling 
caldrons, I he scene is picturesque and 
inspiring bpyond description. At this 
year's outing- therewere20tables.which 
were twice filled, over 400 partaking-of 
the dainty dish.—San Francisco Chron- 
icle.

He 
was also a sailor and printer, following 
the latter trade In California from 1868 
to 1866, when he became a reporter aud 
afterwards editor. Ha returned to New 
York In 1880. 
He was best kcown 


through his writings on economic sub- 
jects, notably his boob, "Progress and 
Poverty." In 1886 he was nominated for 
mayor by the United Labor party, poll- 
Ing 88,000 votes to 90,000 for Hewitt, 
Democrat. 


Since he was nominated foi mayor of 


Greater Now York by the Jeffersonlan 
Democrats a month ago, be has been mak- 
ing an extremely active canvas, working 
early and late, speaking several times 
each evening. His candidacy gave the 
campaign tho greatest element of uncer- 
tainty.

to estimate how much of Bryan's vote 
would go to him, Instead of to Van Wyok 
and Tammany.

SEARLS' DEATH. 


Was a Telephone Lineman and Fell 


From the Top of a Pole into 


the Street. 


PARTICULARS OF THE 
ACCIDEHT, 


Supposed to Have Been Shocked by 


Electricity from the Municipal 


Light Wire—Verdict at 


Coroner's Inquest. 


From the Dally of Thursday. 


Last evening at about 6 o'clock John 


Searla, a lineman In the employ of the 
Citizens' Mutual Telephone company, fell 
from near the top of a pole on the south 
elde of East Main street, about In front 
of the Smock house, striking the brick 
pavement on bis back, receiving severe 
Internal Injuries, from which he died at 
about 9:80, fournoors later, 


The deceased and George Gebbart were 


engaged in stringing a wire on the poles 
along the street for the telephone ooru 
pany, and were about to quit work for 
the day when the fatal accident occurred. 
Searlse bad oorno down from the top of 
the pole and stood on the street talking to 
bla companion for a few minutes, 
Be 


said something about the wire on the 
pole not being tight enough to suit him 
and he olImbed to the cross arms again to 
put the wire In proper shape. 
Gebbart 


started oast to do bis part toward tighten 
ing the wire, and while be was walking 
away be heard a cry of alarm, and on 
looking back saw that Searlsj bad fallen 
from the pole In a heap upon the pave- 
ment. 
He fell upon his back and struck 


first on the back of his head. Joe Taylor 
and James Waloli were among the people 
who saw Searls fall and they ran to his 
side and assisted In bearing him Into the 
Smook house, where he was immediately 
attended by Dr. Everett J. Brown, Dr. J. 
G. Harvey and Dr. W. C. Bowers. 
The 


physicians saw almost at a Blanco that 
the lineman baa been fatally Injured. 
There was a dark mark over ono eye. 
The man was unconscious and was una- 
ble to Indicate by sign or otberwlse any- 
thing about the manner of the acoldent. 


There was considerable speculation at 


the Smock bouse and at various points 
about the city as to what caused Searls 
to fall from the pole, He knew th.it the 
wire of the Municipal Eleotrlo Light com- 
pany was strung on the pole and that It 
carried an alternating current of 3000 
voltage. It Is supposed that in climbing 
back to mate the wire tighter Searls' 
body In some way came In contact with 
the wire giving him a shock which threw 
him from the pole. He might have lost 
his footing. No one knows just bow the 
man happened to fall. There were no 
marks or burns on the body of the man. 
Searlse was said to be one of the best line- 
men in the city. He formerly worked for 
he Central Union company. 


The parents of the deceased reside at 


Dinolnnatl, Ohio, and a brother at Bush 
'ille/Ind., where he is the agent for the 
}., H. & D, railroad company. He tele- 
graphed last night that be would come to 
Deoatur as soon as ha could to look after 
.he body of his brother. The deceased 
was 28 years of age. 


Mr. Cnlver'8 Statement. 


J. H. Culvur, of the Municipal Eleotrlo 


oompany, said last night in reference to 
the ncoidcnt and bis wiring system: 


'I flo not believe that onr current 


;nocked that man off the pole, for if ho 
ever got our 2000 volt current be would 
have died Instantly and have not lived to 
breathe after ho struck the ground. Still 
he might have gotten some sort of an In- 
duced current too light to kill him, but I 
mi inclined to tbluk that be did not even 
got that. I do not think any telephone 
uan has any business on our poles. As 
'nr us the wiring Is concerned, I am free 
and ready to say that we have no wiring 
n Deoatur which are not insulated. We 
buy nothing but three-braid insulated 
wlru of good quality. This our books 
show and an examination of the wires in 
service will show. 
Our men all have In- 


struutlons to carefully tape every joint 
anil when I find n joint not taped I see at 
unce that It is attended to. 
We hire as 


careful men as we can get field of and I 
hink they are carrying out instructions 
is to taping joints. There Is no danger 
about onr wires that can be avoided."

all linemen are Instructed to wear a safe- 
ty belt to bold them In case they do re 
oeive a shook, From a wlra such as this 
particular one was, a person may receive 
a heavy shook in case they bfcome con- 
nected with a ground wire. From a con- 
verter it would hardly be probable that 
one could become grounded, but from a 
fuse box he might very easily. 
While the 


safety belts are required by the company 
the one had by Mr. Searls was not In i 
and work was not complete on pole. 


Dr. J. G. Harvey, at 6:30 [o'clock, saw 


Jobn Searls lying on stomach on porch 
of Smock bouse, was slight hemorrhage 
from mouth at this time. Movements 
made by Searls after arrival of doctor 
showed no spinal injury. 
Death proba- 


bly resulted from concussion of brain and 
cerebral hemorrhage. Fall piobably had 
more to do with the death than shook. 
Death 
resulted at 9:37. No injuries 


shown ot any electrical shook. 


Aside from the above Dr. Bowers, Rob- 


ert H. Searls, of Logansport, Ind., broth- 
er of deceased, Frank Beale, Harvey Grif- 
fith and William Grlgsley also testified. 


After bearing all of the evidence the 


jury returned a verdict that the deceased 
came to his death by "accidentally fall 
ing from a telephone pole on East Main 
street." 


The remains of the deceased will be 


sent to Cuinminsville, Ohio, tonight for

AVny the School History by John Much 


McMuster Will Become Popular In 


American Schools. 


A careful examination of the school 


history of tbe United States, by Jobn 
Banh McMaster, professor oi American 
history in the University of Pennsylvania, 
leads to the conclusion that it Is one of 
tbe best histories for our schools ever pub- 
lished. 


The author has arranged every para- 


graph so that it contains valable informa- 
tinn for the pupil instead of vague, and 
often Inoorraot statements, which give no 
Information to tbe student, and too often 
that which Is worse—deceives the young 
mind. It Is but lair to say that the pupil 
who is fortunate enough to study this his- 
tory and master It will find hlrcsolf thor- 
oughly equipped wltb those things, touch- 
ing tbe history of bis country, which, as 
a citizen, he ought to know, and without 
which he would be wotully deficient In 
tbe propor knowledge of the events In his 
country's history which comprise its his- 
tory 
Among those may be mentioned 


the banking system, the money system, 
the slavery question, tbe abolition of slav- 
ery, the civil war, reconstruction, the 
reed men of tbe south, the temperance 
question In politics and the tariff ques- 
ilon. Those questions have nearly all 
jeen .prolific In great policies, some ot 
which have practically changed tbe entire 
course of government and have exortad a 
marked Influence 
in our civilization. 


These are great events in our history that 
eveiy young person should be familiar 
wltb, because they are worth more to 
ilm, and will bettor prepare Him for re- 
sponsible citizenship tbuu volumes about 
the discovery of America and the settle- 
neiit of the colonies. 


Take fcr examplo tho money questions 


which 
have developed In the United 


States. Every important feature and do- 
vioe Is covered by this history from tbo 
earliest contention as to a national nnnk- 
ug system, down to and Including the 
campaign of 188(5. 
The history Is of espe- 


cial value In this respect, for tbe clear 
statement it gives concerning the old state 
banks, national banks, tbo origin and 
history of tbe greenbacks and the issue of 
national bonds, just what every pupil on 
his march to and preparation for tbe posi- 
tion of an elector ougnt to know and 
without which ho must always be at a 
disadvantage among his better informed 
neighbors. 


In covering the events of tbe wars, In 


which onr people have been engaged, the 
history Is to be especially commended. 
As to tbo war of- the rebellion and tbe 
onuses which led up to It, all are clearly 
and fairly stated. 
There Is no attempt to 


distort; facts either to avoid offense or to 
please. 
The student simply gets the his- 


tory of events as they occurred. 
Thus, 


in giving the cause of the war tbe history 
quotes tbe reasons assigned by Jefferson 
Davis, Bowell Cobb and others among tbe 
leaders in tbe secession movement, and 
the utterances of Abraham Lincoln, Sew- 
ard and other defenders of tbe union. 
The person who studies this history will 
not fall Into tbe too common error tbat 
tbe lato war was accidental, tbe result of 
passion, and that men enllrted merely to 
kill enemies; but, that under all the out- 
ward devices to excite prejudice there was 
the great problem to be determined on the 
field, whether, under the constitution, a 
state bad a right to secede from the union 
or whether tbe national government was 
supreme. In other words whether tbe 
government was a loose confederacy of 
states, any one of wblcb could take Itself 
ant ot tbe union, with all the property 
which belonged to tbe government, and 
thus dissolve tbe union by a simple ordi- 
nance of secession. 


As to tbe events of the war Itself, a sib- 


jeot most delicate to the conscientious his- 
torian owing to tbe fact tbat those who 
supported secession 
are again In the 


union, the history Is very fortunate, due 
no doubt to the fact that It is devoted to 
tbe truth of history 
There Is no effort 


to exaggerate tbe success or defeats of 
either army or to curry favor with any 
save the student who wants to learn the 
trnth. The battle of Bull Run, it says, 
"ended with the defeat and flight of 
tbe union artuy." Of Dooelson, It says, 
"Buckner at once surrendered and Grant 
won tbe first real union victory of tbe 
war." 
Speaking of Lee, wben be crossed 


tbe Potomac ?fttr tbo battle of Cbantilly, 
It says: "It (tbe Confederate army) was 
in command of R E Lee, tbe greatest sol- 
dier the sonth produced." Of the remov 
al of McClellan from tbe command of tbe 
army of the Potomac, and tbe assignment 
of Bnrnslda as bis successor. It says: 
" Bnrnilde was M reckless at MoClrllan 
was aaatipni." Bef«rng to Sherman'! 


last campaign, speaking of Johnson, who 
commanded tbe forces opposed to Shor 
man, and who bad conducted a successful 
retreat along tbe line of Resaca, Dallas 
and Kenesaw mountain, it says: "John 
son's retreat was masterly.

civil war, the greatest event in our bis 
tory after tbe revolution, without giving 
tbe pupil an Interesting statement of tbe 
cost of tbe war in men and money, both 
nortb and south, and tbe means used to 
provide money to meet tbo expenses of 
tho war, whloh cost the federal govern- 
ment tbo appalling sum of more than $2, 
000,000 a day. A reference to the dopre 
elation of the confederate paper money 
says: "In 1S64 it took liO of cunfcderate 
money to buy a yard of oalioo 
A spool 


of thread cost 130, a ham 1160, a pound 
of sugar $76 and a barrel of flour $1300. 
Tbe history is complete also In its treat- 
ment of the discovery and colonization, 
purchases and acquisition of territory, tbe 
revolution, causes for and war of 1813, 
Mexican war, settlement of tho west and 
everything the pupil onght to know about 
his country.
